Although Rush County was not a 
victim of St. Louis Encephalitis in 
1975 or 1976, the Rush County 
Health Department is taking no 
chances and will initiate their 
annual 
mosquito 
eradication 
program 
This program will be conducted 
as the result of the epidemic of St. 
Louis 
Encephalitis 
which 
oc­ 
curred the summer of 1975 in the 
State of Indiana Since that time, 
each county in Indiana has begun 
their own individual abatement 
program with assistance from the 
state upon request 
Rush County Sanitarians James 
Evans and Tom Fitch report the 
basic function of this program is to 
inform the public of the potential 
mosquito breeding sites on local 
property and to destroy those 
sites 
The mosquito which transmits 
St. Louis Encephalitis to man has 
been found to be Cute Pipiens 
Pipiens, according to the Health 
Department. 
This 
particular 
species of mosquito has most 
commonly been found in either 
stagnet or polluted waters due to 
its resistance to such adverse 
environmental conditions 
Evans 
stated 
the 
Health 
Department will be operating in 
the same basic manner as last 
year, 
investigating 
any 
com­ 
plaints and working with the 
public to destroy the breeding 
sites 
A model ordinance establishing 
a 
vector 
abatement 
program 
under the executive officer of the 
local health department, listing 
his duties with respect to vector 
control, providing penalties for 
interference with these duties, and 
making an annual appropriation 
specifically for vector control has 
been forwarded to the local health 
department by the State Board of 
Health and is subject to the local 
Health 
Board, 
and 
the 
Rush 


County Board cd Commissioners 
The model ordinance defines the 
duties and responsibilities of the 
health officers with respect to 
vector control and the penalties 
that can be levied against any 
person found to be interfering with 
the duties of the executive health 
officer 


A vector is described in the 
ordinance as any anthropod or 
feral animal responsible for the 
transmission of pathogens from a 
host to another animal or man 


An outline of the duties of the 
local health officer include taking 
the necessary and proper steps to 
control vectors which have ad 
verse health effects on humans or 
domestic animals and livestock; 
to enter upon any land, public or 
private, at any reasonable time to 


inspect or to abate or require 
abatement of all pest and vector 
breeding grounds; to purchase 
needed supplies, materials and 
equipment; to recommend to the 
appropriate 
authorities 
the 
building, 
constructing, 
main­ 
taining, or repairing of necessary 
levees, cuts, canals, channels, or 
other structures upon any land 
within the jurisdiction of the local 
health 
department; 
to 
make 


contracts, to conduct control in a 
manner consistent with recom­ 
mendations 
of 
the 
Indiana 
cooperative extension service, the 
pesticide review board, and the 
state board of health; to be able to 
enter in cooperative agreements 
with appropriate organizations for 
the purpose of assuring technical 
assistance 
in 
developing 
and 
carrying out specific duties, and to 
identify problems determined to 
be of importance to the public 
welfare and developing control 
programs appropriate to each 
situation. 


Article IV of the ordinance 
states any person found to be 
interfering with the duties of the 
executive officer of the health 
department or 
his 
authorized 
representatives shall be punished 
by a fine not to exceed $200 Any 
person who violates any part of 
this ordinance including an order 
of the executive officer of the 
health department shall also be 
punished by a fine not to exceed 
$200 
The final article of the ordinance 
calls for the financial support of 
the county council, or its board of 
trustees of a health and hospital 
corporation to be used for the sole 
purpose of vector control. 
“We received good cooperation 
from the people last year and we 
are again asking for the local 
citizens cooperation to make this 
year’s program a success," said 
Evans 
During last year’s canvass of 
the town and the investigation of 
complaints on possible mosquito 
breeding sites, the local health 
officers 
said 
they 
found 
56 
breeding cites within the city 
limits. 
Although they are awaiting the 
approval of the local health board, 
the local sanitarians report they 
will be investigating any com­ 
plaints they receive in the city as 
well as the county. 
Efforts which can be made by 
individual 
home 
owners 
and 
businessmen 
to 
help 
protect 
themselves, their families and 
neighbors include checking their 
own property for breeding sites; 
avoiding contact with mosquitos, 
which are more active between 
dusk 
and 
midnight; 
wearing 
repellent in areas were mosquitos 
are active; making sure that the 
house 
and 
business 
is 
well 
screened; and to notify the Rush 
County Health Department of any 
potential 
mosquito 
breeding 
places.

Conference in London 


Amin was d isu n ited by B ritish Prim e M inister 
J a m u C allahan who w rote a letter to him telling hun 
that he would certainty not toe w elcom e rn London for 
the conference 
The British w ere also quick lo point out that Amin 
was especially unw elcom e during the celebration of 
Queen E lizabeth's Silver Jubilee also going on this 
week 


D u p tte these w arnings from the British Amin has 
apparently left K am pala in Uganda with Britain 
his destination Although a plane did leave U ganda, 
there a re som e who a re not su re if Amin is on the 
plane at all 


In addition to Britain, Ireland and Belgium pulled 
in their welcome m ats when they heard that Amin 
was on his way, leaving only F rance as a possible 
point for Am in's plane to touch down and land in 
northern Europe 


The reason than Amin is pulling off this latest stunt 
is that he has been snubbed, and rightfully should be 
Amin, a m an who once announced to the world that 
he was going to build a m onum ent to his hero Adolf 
H itler, is unstable to say the least and an em 
bar rat* merit to the leaders of Africa 


Some of Am in’s antics would be very funny indeed 
if the m an w ere not so dangerous and unstable. 
Despite his persistent pleas that there have not been 
any atrosities in U ganda, Amin is probably guilty of 
som e of the grossest and unspeakable acts ever 
; com m itted since the reign of his Nazi hero

I am moved to m ake this observation after refusing 
to purchase an ordinary, drugstore variety paper 
back book for the outrageous price of $2 25 Fifteen 
years ago, when dim es and q u arters were still m inted 
with silver, thus still being a coinage of intrinsic 
value, such paperbacks went for 35 or 50 cents. They 
w ere not m uch pricier than lh 1049 or 1057 But since 
1065, it has been up, up and away - to 75 cents, 05 
cents; 11.25, $1.50, $1.75, $1 95 and beyond (H ard ­ 
cover books, m eanw hile, a re now routinely priced at 
$10-$15.) 
In protest, I have begun buying used paperbacks at 
the m ore reasonable price of three for a dollar, m any 
of them oldies dating back to the Joe M cCarthy, 
Sputnik and B eatlem am a years. It is a cultural ad ­ 
venture One such book, Sloan Wilson’s 1050s classic 
‘The Man in the G ray Flannel Suit," started me on a 
new gam e-trying to guess a book's publication date 
by the outdated prices and salaries cited therein. 


Back in the early 50s, tor exam ple, the advertising 
executive hero of "G ray Flannel Suit" lived in a nice 
Connecticut suburb on $7,000 a y ear Ah, nostalgia! 
The gam e really begins to get interesting when we 
reach the inflationary 70s How about the protagonist 
of a novel, who talks about a large $70,000 house in an 
ultra-exclusive N orthern New Jersey neighborhood? 
Not in 1077 The book's d ate w as 1072 Or a top-echelon 
business executive m aking $40,000 a year. W hat 
would you say there? 
But returning to the burdens, and not the inflated 
salaries of the m iddle-class, the costs of sending a 
child through four y ears of college m ake another 
staggering entry in the ledger of w hite-collar in­ 
flation As the father of year-old twin boys, it oc­ 
curred to m e that I better sta rt saving And I m ade a 
3 
uick guess that putting aside $1,500 a year ought to 
I o it. Not so According to data com piled by the 
O akland Financial G roup of C harlottesville, Virginia, 
and based on an assum ption of steady 6 per cent in­ 
flation, it will cost $62,830 to send each of my twins 
through a four-year private college 17 y ears hence. To 
com e up with this am ount, I would have to begin 
banking (and receiving interest on) $2,750 per child 
per year.

E astern private college tuition ran $1,100 • $i,2oo a 
year Now it’s three tim es that. 
Inasm uch as these soaring price levels - of books, 
education, professional fees and so forth - heavily 
im pact a w hite collar classprobably constituting 20-30 
per cent of the United States, w e’re not talking about 
the luxuries of a privileged few. We’re talking about 
what a re becom ing increasingly basic costs in our 
increasingly post industrial economy. 


All in all, it probably am ounts to an upheaval larger 
than any seen since the m assive 16th and 17th Century 
revolution in E uropean living costs. During this 
period, basic price levels changed m arkedly Coinage 
like B ritain’s silver penny becam e extinct. The price 
of bread clim bed 300-400 per cent Then things began 
to stabilize Basic price levels in 1740 or 1760 were not 
too different than they would be in 1805 And not even 
vastly different than they would be in the 1930s 


A rguably, we are in another "P ric e Revolution" 
today, with a postw ar "post-industrial" era shift to 
consum ption of knowledge based goods and services 
leading the way. Alas, the Inflation taking place ia 
just as frightening as the soaring price of bread m ust 
have been to the p easantry of 17th Century E urope 
We can find used paperback books, but w here are the 
used paperback colleges?
